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■ FOREWORD 

This publication presents data on the salaries of academic staff acquired in the survey 
of Employe ej! in Institutions of Higher Education--a part of the second Higher Education 
General Information Survey (HEGIS), conducted in the 1967-68 academic year. 

Although the survey was concerned with all the employees of institutions, particular 
emphasis was placed on the salaries and other characteristics of administrators and 
faculty. A companion publication, Numbers and Characteristics of Employees in 
Institations of Higher E ducation. Fair 1967 (OE- 50057- 67), reports data on the primary 
functions of professional and nonprofessional employees and on the academic back- 
grounds and assignments of the professional staff. 

The Office of Education is grateful for the cooperation of officials in the colleges and 
universities who supplied the basic data for this report.

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INTRODUCTION 



Questionnaires for the survey of Employees in Institutions of Higher Education were 
mailed to the 2. 382 institutions in the higher education universe. U The two parts of 
the questionnaire that pertain to the survey of salaries are reproduced in appendix B. 
The response rate for each of the two parts was slightly above 80 percent; however * 
It should be noted that some institutions responded to one part of the survey but not'to 
the other. Counts of responding institutions and response rates are reported for each 
part of the. survey in the appropriate sections of this report. 

Salary data are tabulated in this report in terms of various institutional characteristics,, 
such as: legal control, level of institution, enrollment size, and geographical location.' 
Each of these characteristics is described in appendix A. 

Detailed data from the 1967-68 survey are shown in the basic tables in appendix B. 
These tables include persons who received salaries as well as those who contributed 
their ^services. Mean salaries, however, are reported on the basis of salaried indi- 
viduals ;only. Mean salaries are omitted from all tables in categories where fewer 
than five institutions reported their salaries. This practice is followed to insure that 
the salary information provided by individual institutions will remain confidential. The 
mean salaries shown for the instruction and research staff are weighted means rather 
than simple averages of the mean salaries reported by each of the institutions. 

Text tables •■ n, V, and VI show comparisons of mean salaries reported in 1966-67 and 
in 1967-68. The indicated changes in salaries should be regarded as approximations 
because the institutions that comprised the various categories by which the data were 
aggregated, in each of those years may differ. Reasons for differences within categories 
are as follows: (1) some institutions responded in one_year but not in the other; (2) 
some institutions were added to or deleted from the survey universe in the second year; 
and (3) changes which took place within some of the institutions made it necessary to 
move these institutions from one descriptive category to another. 

Salary data are reported to the nearest whole dollar for tabulating convenience. It ' . 
should not be inferred, however, that the dollar figures are accurate to the units digit. 

SALARIES OF ADMINISTRATORS 

Table I. ^:; y . ';',.^„;\., V ■ : 

Responses to the survey of. administrator s' salaries were received from 1, 949, or 82 
:percent, of the 2, 367 institutions surveyed. 1/ The response rate for universities was 
.87 percent as compared with 82 per cent for "other 4-year" institutions and for 2-year 
institutions. Response rates were generally higher for publicly controlled than for 
privately controlled institutions.

This table compares mean salaries of administrators in 1967-68 with mean salaries in 
1966-67. The data are arranged in descending order of the number of salaries reported 
for each position in 1967-68, as an aid to the reader in evaluating the differences in 
mean salaries for the two separate years. Since the number of persons holding each 
position varied between surveys, a marked change m the numbers of persons reported 
with '^high" or "lov/" salaries may have affected the mean salary for a position. This 
phenomenon would be most apparent when small numbers of persons were reported for 
a particular position; in such cases the differences between means may be less reliable. 

Table II shows that, for all institutions, administrators' salaries generally increased 
by 5 to 9 percent between 1966-67 and 1967-68. The small increase in txhe mean salary 
of directors of institutional studies, as well as -the large increase of 25 percent for 
directors of summer sessions, probably reflects the unreliability of a mean based on a 
small number of cases. Although the means for budget officers are based on a substan- 
tial number of cases, the number of 2- year institutions reporting salaries for this posi- 
tion in 1967-68 was twice the number reporting in 1966-67. The increase in the number, 
of 2-year institutions reporting in 1967-68 had the effect of lowering the mean salary, 
because salaries in 2- year institutions tend to be lower than those paid in universities 
and "other 4- year " institutions. The relationship between salaries and institutional 
- levels is further illustrated in the discussion of table III. 

. Salary increases in both publicly and privately controlled institutions typically ranged 
between 4 and 9 percent. With only a few exceptions, salaries for individual positions 
increased at about the same rate in public and private institutions. The separate means 
for public and for private institutions are likely to be less reliable than those for "all 
institutions" combined, because of the smaller numbers of persons involved when. the 
data are separated by institutional control. 

Table in. 

Mean salaries for the 16 most frequently reported administrative positions are pre- 
sented in table III to show the relationship between salaries and various institutional 
characteristics. 

On the average, the highest salaries were paid by universities and the lowest salaries 
/were paid by 2- year institutions, in both public and private institutions. 

An examination of salaries for each position within each institutional level and control 
shows, almost without exception, that salaries increased with size of institution. 

■ For the majority of administrative positions, at each of the three institutional levels 
. shown in the table, mean salaries in publicly controlled ^^i^^ 

privately controlled institutions. B ut analysis of the data clas sified by size of institu- 
tion, within each institutionar level, yields insights into some of the differ ences between 
public and private institutions. ^^^^^ W^ enrollment size is held constant within each level,' 
salaries in private institutions frequently exceeded\ those in public institutions. In^^t^ 
category of "other 4-year" institutions, for example, the meaii salary for presidents of 
, pubUc colleges exceeded that for p^ of private colleges; yet the reverse was 

.true in three of the enrollment size categories.

The relationship between the overall mean for a class of institutions and means for size 
groups within the class is determined by two factors: the distribution of the numbers of 
institutions among the size groups, and the relative magnitude of mean salaries shown 
in each of the cells. In the example of presidents of "other 4-year" institutions, the 
mean salary for presidents of small private colleges (enrolling fewer than 1, 000 students) 
was markedly lower than the mean salary for presidents of small public colleges; at the 
same time the large number of private colleges within this size group contributed heavily 
toward the overall mean for private "other 4-year " institutions. In the next three size 
groups, both in public and private institutions, mean salaries increased with increasing 
enrollment size. While the mean salaries in each of these three size groups were higher 
in private than in public colleges, the numbers of public colleges increased with size and 
the numbers of private colleges decreased with size. The larger number of public col- 
leges with "high" salaries had the effect of amplifyirg the weighted mean for presidents 
of public colleges. 

When both institutional level and enrollment- size are held constant, as in table III, the 
salaries in public and in private institutions may be compared for each of the 16 positions. 
There is a marked tendency for the mean salaries of the dean of students, registrar, 
director of admissions , dean of women, director of athletics, and dean of men to be 
higher in public than in private institutions. On the other hand, mean salaries of the 
president, business manager, director of food services , and alumni secretary tend 
to be higher in private than in public institutions. 

Tables'l-A - l-D (Appendix B) 

Mean and median salaries are presented by geographical region and institutional level 
for each of the 34 administrative positions surveyed. A comparison of mean salaries by 
geographical region for each of the positions in table 1-A shows that, for the majority of 
positions, salaries in public institutions were higher in the Great Lakes and Plains 
• region than in the other three regions. Among private institutions the highest salaries 
were paid in the North Atlantic region. 

SALARIES OF 'FULL- TIME INSTRUCTION AND RESEARCH STAFF 

This part of the survey collected salary data for full- time college and university staff 
members engaged in resident instriiction, departmental research, and organized 
research functions. No attempt was made to distinguish these salary data by function 
on the questionnaire. Hence, the data reflect the salaries of these staff members col- 
lectively. For brevity, these groups are herein referred to as the instruction and 
research staff. 

Instruction and research staff in medical schools were excluded from the s urvey, be- 
cause their salaries are atypical; instruction and research staff in all other professional 
. schools were included. 

Table IV 

Of the 2, 367 institutions surveyed, I, 906 (81 percent) responded to the survey of 
salaries of instruction and research staff. V The response rate for- universities was 

; ly See footnote on page 1. 
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90 percent, as compared with 82 percent for "other 4- year "institutions, and 75 percent 
for 2- year institutions. Response rates among 4-year and 2- year institutions were con- 
sistently higher in medium- sized institutions than in either the smallest or largest insti- 
tutions. 

Table V 

Increases in mean salaries for the ranks of professor through instructor in all institu- 
tions combined ranged between 5 and 8 percent. Although the tendency is not consistent 
for all ranks, there were slightly greater increases in 9-10 month contract salaries in 
public than in private institutions. Conversely, there was a tendency toward greater in- 
creases in 11-12 me^"»th contract salaries in private than in public institutions. 

The percentage increases in mean salaries for academic deans and for "other academic 
faculty" varied noticeably from those for other ranks. These variations were probably 
due to the composition of these two categories rather than to real differences in those 
salaries in the 1-year period. There were very few academic deans on 9- 10 rnonth con- 
tracts, so the mean salaries for this rank are very sensitive to changes in the survey 
populations for the two surveys, 1_/ 

The category of "other academic faculty" comprises various academic ranks (other than 
professor through instructor) as well as faculty members with no designated ranks . This 
heterogeneity causes the mean salaries for this group to be less stable than the mean 
salaries for the traditional ranks of professor through instructor. 

Table VI 

In the majority of cases, mean salaries for the various ranks of instruction and research 
staff by institutional level increased by 5 to 9 percent between 1966-67 and 1967-68/ How- 
ever, in "other 4-year" institutions the increase in mean 1 1^ 12 month contract salaries 
for the ranks of professor through instructor were smaller, ranging between 2 and 4 per- 
cent. 

A majority of the instruction and research staff in 2-year institutions hold the rank of 
instructor, , or have no designated ranks. Cons equently, the mean salaries for the ranks 
of professor, associate professor, and assistant professor are based on small numbers 
of cases, and are thus likely to be less stable over time. Mean salaries 'for the combined 
ranks of professor through instructor are presented in table VI to afford more reliable 
comparisons. The combined- rank data show a slightly smaller percentage increase in 
9- 10 month contract salaries in 2-year institutions than in universities and in "other 4- 
year" institutions. On the other hand, the percentage increase in 11- 12 month contract 
salaries was greater in 2-year institutions than in the other two institutional levels . 

Tables 2-5 (Appendix B ) 

Data in tables 2- 5 are presented by geographical region. Table 2 shows data for all in- 
stitutions by enrollment- size, while tables 3, 4, and 5 show data for each institutional 
level by enrollment size within level. When institutional level and Control, enrollment- 

The, effect of changes in the population for the two surveys is discussed in the Intro-

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size; and geographical region are used as the bases of categorization, institutions m-rfe'^^^' 
arranged in rather homogeneous groups which permit the comparison of salaries in an 
individual institution with groups of other institutions of like characteristics. Parts B 
through F of table 2 show that salaries for all ranks in both public and private institu- 
tions tended to increase with enrollment size. : 

Mean salaries for the ranks of professor through instructor were compared by region 
while holding enrollment- size constant within each institutional level. Among private ■ 
institutions, the highest salaries w ^re reported in the North Atlantic region, regardless 
of length of salary contract. Among public institutions, the highest 9- 10 month contract 
salaries were also reported in the North Atlantic region, but the North Atlantic and the 
Great Lakes regions shared the distinction of paying the highest 11-12 month salaries;.

Definitions of Terms 

The data in this report are grouped by various institutional characteristics which are 
defined as follows: 

^ControjU - legal con^ i.e., pu^blic or private. 

Level of institution - -institutions are categorized as universities, other 4-year institu- 
tions, or 2-year institutions, defined as follows:: 

Uni ver sities - - institutions that give cons id er^iMe str^ess to graiduate instruction, 
confer advanced degrees as well as bacheljQar^^*>; tlegrees in a variety of liberal 
arts fields, and have at least two profess ioiial s;chooIs that are not exclusively 
technological. 

Other 4- year institutions - -all 4-year institiztioms not classified as universities. . 
,They include institutions that grant bachelor^s or higher degrees or some other 
type of recognition equivalent to such degrees i(e. g. , ecclesiastical recognition 
in a theological institution) based on at leasts academic years beyond high! 
school. 

Two-year institutions - - institutions offering M least 2 years, butiless than 4 
years beyond high school. 

EairoUment size -- institutions are groijiped by siizire of total enrollment in fall 1967. 
Groapings are based on enrollments reported iim the U. S. Office of Education publica- 
tion, 0£enhig_J^^^ Washington, 
U.S. Government Printing Office, '1967. 

Geographical region - -the States within regions lire as follows: 

North, Atlantic- - Connecticut, ' Delawarre,; Di>4^irict of Columbia, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New Jera^-jr, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, and Vermont. 

Great Lakes and Plains - -Illinois, Indiana, Jowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, l^path Dakota, and Wisconsin. 

Southeast- - Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, QemrgiB., Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina^ Tennessee, Virginia, and 
West Virginia. 

West and Southwest - -Alaska^ Arizona, Caliternia, Colorado, Hawaii, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Or egon, Texas, Utah, Washington, 
and Wyoming.
